Washington —The role played by 


the gold-mining industry in the eco- 
nomic life of South Africa is strik- 
ingly revealed in a report from Con- 
sul Hugh S. Miller, Johannesburg, 
made public by the Commerce do- j 
partment. 


Within a few months, it is pointed 


out, 
Johannesburg will celebrate 


with an empire exposition the fifti- 
eth anniversary of its founding and 
the founding of the gold mining in- 
dustry on the Rand 
At a recent 


meeting of the Transvaal chamber 
of mines the retiring president took 
occasion to review the development 
of gold-mining in South Africa. 


Production of gold in the country, 


he pointed out, commenced in 1886 
and the following year 19,080 fine 
ounces were produced; five years 
later, the output had increased un- 
til it was slightly over a million 
ounces; in 1897 it had reached two 
and a half million ounces; in 1904 
more than three and one-half mil- 
lion ounces, and in 1932 11 million 
ounces. Since 1932 production has 
declined to 10 million ounces an- 
nually. Records indicate that of all 
the gold produced in the world since 
the Middle ages, since 1886 about 
one-quarter has been produced on 
the Witwatersrand. 


According to the president of the 


chamber, the approximate value of 
the gold production of the Transvaal 
from the earliest records to date is 
about $7,135,000,000 and considera- 
bly more than half that amount has 
been distributed in South Africa. 


The city of Johannesburg as a re- 


sult of the expansion of gold min- 
ing in the Transvaal has developed 
in half a century from a straggling 
mining camp to 4 metropolis of 500,-

Prehistoric Bones Found 


in Ancient Texas Site 


Dallas.—Search for the ruins of 


an ancient civilization has begun 
in Rockwall, a little town 25 miles 
north of Dallas, which was named 
because of an old wall buried six 
feet under ground near the city. 


If the theory of R. F. Canup.Rock- 


wall business man, is correct, an 
ancient buried city will be un- 
covered. 


Undismayed by reports from a 


few geologists that the old wall is 
the work of nature, Canup declared 
he would continue his excavations 
until he finds the bottom of the wall 
—or the city. 


Excavation has been underway 


for the past three months and has 
resulted in uncovering a structure 
to a depth of about eight feet for 
a distance of 120 feet. 


In the open cut along the wall, 


Canup has found a large collection 
of fossils, some of which were said 
to be bones of prehistoric animals 


"Many students of rock forma- 


tion have told me that no natural 
formation could be as symmetrical 
or as consistent in its direction 
around the town as this wall," Can- 
up said. "Among the geologists 
who believe that the wall is man- 
made is Count de Prorok, who vis- 
ited Rockwall 10 years ago and de- 
clared that it is certainly the work 
of man." 


"The 
fact that the wall turns 


and makes a square corner leads 
me to believe that it is man-made 
masonry," he said, "because nature 
does not, as a rule, build corners 
in this fashion."

Greenland is covered with a blan 


ket of solid ice over 1,000 ft. thick 
and is the largest island in the 
world. Australia, of course, is ex 
cepted, being classed as a continent 
nofes a writer in Tid-Bits Magazine 


Greenland is inhabited by abou 


400 whites and 13,000 Eskimos, and 
is controlled by Denmark. It is 
twenty-five times as large as Ire- 
land, its area being about 827,300 
square, miles. No foreigner can live 
on the island or trade in the country 
without special permission from the 
authorities. 


Greenland was originally discov- 


ered by a Norseman in the latter 
part of the tenth century; he set- 
tled in the extreme south portion. 
The colonists vanished, however, 
and their fate is one of the mys- 
teries of history. 


The vast ice-cap which covers the 


island except for a narrow fring* at 
the edge of the surrounding sea hai 
at central dividing crest from five 
to nine thousand feet high, while 
here and there ice-free mountain 
peaks burst through their frigid 
•wmor and lift their heads towards 
the heavens, some eight or nine 
thousand feet above sea level. Vast 
ice streams, which form gigantic 
icebergs, flow continuously from the 
inland ice Into adjacent seas, largely 
through fiords of which Greenland 
has the most extensive and most 
remarkable system in the world.

54-year-old uncle of the slain girl 
was expected to return to Asherill 
today to aid In the Investigation. 


He went there to attend his niece' 


tuneral.

restlgatlon are: 
Mark Wollner, con 


cert violinist; Daniel Caddy, 28-year 
old hotel night watchman, and L. D 
Roddy, 25, negro bellhop. 


The sheriff released Miss Mildre 
Ward, 19-year-old daughter of Woll 
ner's landlady, who corroborated th 
musician's statement he was at horn 
the night of the assault-staying.
